This is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The closest prior art Salatin 
U.S. Pat. No. 6,073,320 discloses a casket display structure that has a floor-supported 
casket support adapted to support and display items. 

Kamida Maki JP02004272720A discloses a system for processing scholarship provision 
for assured member. 

However, neither Salatin nor Kamida singularly or in combination fail to anticipate or 
render obvious the recited feature: 

As per claim 1 " displaying in at least one of the module death care merchandise 
selected from the group consisting of caskets and coffins, miniatures thereof or 
sectional portions thereof, and displaying in at least one of said similar modules, death 
care related merchandise selected from the group consisting of printed materials, 
videotape or film, CD, DVD, videotape, keepsakes and floral arrangements". 
As per claim 8 " at least one other module for displaying death care related 
merchandise, and at least one other module including plastic shelves or holders to 
display at least one item selected from the group consisting of printed materials, 
videotape or film, CD, DVD, audiotapes, keepsakes and floral arrangements". 
As per claim 17 " at least inwardly extending protrusion to engage the slot wall with the 
shelves or holder to be angled away from said slot wall".
